is g rea te r interference to the flow of 
the colder air during 
the 
daytime, 
towing to thermal convection caused

SPRAY FDR VNTHR VC NOSE 


Raspberries affected with anthrac- 
nose should he sprayed with lime-sul­ 
phur solution 
just 
before 
growth 
starts or by the time that green tips 
show' on the huds, according to H. G. 
Swaitwout of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, 
it is very destructive 
to black and purple raspberries and 
may injure red raspberries, blackber­ 
ries and dewberries to some extent. 
Injury occurs on ail above-ground 
portions of the plants, including can­ 
es. leaves and fruit, but is most 
no­ 
ticeable and most destructive on can­ 
es. where large patches of diseased 
hark may form. 
In bad infestations 
the canes will be 
greatly 
weakened 
and unable to mature a crop of fruit 
tin* next spring. 
Investigations at the Missouri Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station 
indi­ 
cate that thorough and timely spray 
ing will hold the disease 
in 
check. 
Either lime-sulphur or bordeaux may 
be used, our sprays are recommend­ 
ed.

It is an interesting fact, according 
to the Weather Bureau of the United 
States Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
that winter cyclones moving 
north­ 
eastward in the United States, 
and 
doubtless similar storms also in oth­ 
er parts of the world, 
increase 
in 
size and 
intensitymore 
rapidly 
by 
night than by day. 
This is because 
the cool section of a cyclonic area 
is relatively clear and the warm sec­ 
tion cloudy. 
At night, therefore, the 
clear section gets colder, or at least 
colder than it would otherwise 
be,

SPRVY FOR ANTHRACNOSK 


Raspberries affected with anthrac- 
nose should he sprayed with lime-sul­ 
phur solution 
just 
before 
growth 
starts or by the time that green tips 
show on the buds, according to H. G. 
Swartwout of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
It 
is very destructive 
to black and purple raspberries and 
may injure red raspberries, blurkher 
l ies and dewberries t«» some extent. 
Injury occurs on all above-ground 
portions of the plants, including can­ 
es. leaves and fruit, but is most 
no 
liveable and most destructive on ca n­ 
es. where large patches of diseased 
bark may form. 
In bud infestations 
the canes will lie 
greatly 
weakened 
and unable to m ature a crop of fruit 
the next spring. 
Investigations at the Missouri A g ­ 
ricultural Experiment 
Station 
indi 
cate that thorough and timely spray 
ing will hold the diseas«' 
in 
check 
Either lime-sulphur or bordeaux may 
lie list'd, our sprays are recommend­ 
ed.
